CHAPTER 36.

AN ACT to appropriate money for the purchase
of stationery for the use of the state.

There is hereby appropriated, out Appropriation
of any money in the general fund, not otherwise " “aHionery-
appropriated, the sum of nine thousand dollars,

CHAPTER 37.

AN ACT to protect drains, ditches, canals, em-
bankments and drainage works within this
state.

The people of the state of Wisconsing represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Any person who shall fill up, or
place any obstruction in any canal, drain, ditch
or water course, dug, built, laid out or opened
under the authority of the state, or of any county,
common council of any city, town board or drain-
age commission, or who shall in any manner in-
jure, tear down, break or interfere with the walls
or embankments of any such canal, drain, ditch,
or water course, and any person who shall fill up,
or in any manner obstruct or injure any canal,
draiu, ditch or water course, dug, built, laid out
or constructed by any private person or corpo-
ration. shall, for every such offense, forfeit a sum
not less than one dollar, nor more than one hun-
dred dollars; and shall also be liable for all dam-
ages sustained by reason of such obstruction.
Any and all forfeitures under this act, shall be
enforced and collected as other forfeitures are en-
forced and collected under existing laws of this
state.

SEcTION 2. This act shall take effect and be
in force from and after its passage and publica-
tion.
